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Tehran clashes 
leave 9 deaths 


TEHRAN, Dec. 2 (Agen- 
cies) — Nine persons were 
killed her© in dashes between 
troops and demonstrators, the 
government said Saturday 
amid a surge of street protests 
against the Shah. 

As the government said nine 
persons were killed, demons- 
traitors claimed a death, toll of 
more than 1,000. 

The government said seven 
persons were slain and 35 
wounded near the capital’s 

sprawling bazaar when, the 
violence began Friday night, 
the eve of the holy Muslim 
month of Muharram. 

The military said -two more 
protesters were killed in riot- 
ing that flashed- around the 
tense city Saturday before a 
massive military force drove 
demonstrators from the streets. 

However, diplomatic sources 
reported that more than 20 
persons were killed Friday 
night, when troops fired at 
zealots pouring from a mos- 
que after the 9 pm. martial 
■law curfew. The Shah’s oppo- 
nents d aimed Friday’s dead] 
toll was 70. 

There were no reports of 
dashes in provincial cities Sa- 
turday, but the official Pars 
news agency said one person 
was killed and 12 wounded by 
army gunfire in the port of 
Bushahr Friday night. Two 
banks were set ablaze. 

In the southern industrial 
dty of Isfahan, reliable sour- 
ces said protesters dashed 
with troops Friday night 
There was no word of casual- 
ties. 

The sources said several 
buildings were set ablaze and 
the protesters occupied a small 
power Station briefly before 
soldiers forced them out. 

The violence in Tehmn_ fla- 
red amid widespread zZ-IjI- 
fears that Muharram will be 
turned into a “bloody shoot- 
ing match” between the 
430,000 man army and the 
Shah's religious and political 
opponents. 

Western diplomats believe 
■that the next few weeks 
win be crucial in the Shah’s 
struggle to slay on his throne. 

“Muhairam will be a tert 
of strength between the Shah 
and his opponents and if he 
can survive it he will be in a 
modi stronger position than 
he is now, - ’ one diplomat stres- 
sed 


The military-led government 
of Geo. Ghoianireza Azhari 
has imposed an unprecedented 
ban on aJl religious proces- 
sions during Muharram to 
head off trouble and warned 
the army wiU crush street pro- 
tests “mercilessly.'’ 

Azharfs government was 
appointed by the Shah Nov. 6 
to restore order in this strate- 
gic, oil-rich country on the 
Soviet Union's southern bor- 
der. 

However, Ayatullah Kho- 
maini, spiritual leader of Iran’s 
32 million Shiite Muslims and 
the Shah's greatest foe, had 
called from exile in Paris for 
has followers to take to the 
streets and paralyze the coun- 
try with an indefinite genual 
strike from Saturday. 

Government offices, banks 
and stores closed down Sa- 
turday and Tehran, along with 
a dozen other cities, was blac- 
ked out by sporadic power 
cuts. Gas stations, already hit 
by gasoline shortages caused 
by refinery stoppages, were 
dosed. 

Tehran's six -kilo meters- - 

square bazaar, a hotbed of 
anti-Shah protest, shut down 
as it usually does for Muhar- 
ram. But storeowners said they 
will stay dosed indefinitely in 
answer to Khoma ini's strike 
caJL 

Friday nights Woodshed 
came as the capital tensed for 
trouble. The dty echoed with 
the cries of “Allah Akbar 
(God is Great) as the machine 
guns blazed near the bazaar 
and artillery Star shells illu- 
minated the area.

BEIRUT. Dec. 2 (AP)— 

Right-wing militias confirmed 
Saturday they were building 
an airfield and a harbor in 
south Lebanon beyond U.N.

Haddad denied that Israel 
was helping his forces build 
the airfield near the town of 
Khiam just below the slopes 
of Mount Hermon two miles 
north of the Israeli border. 

He also denied that Israel 
was helping his forces to 
butld a harbor at Iskandarou- 
na. three miles north of Is- 
rael. and about 30 miles west 
of Khiam

Lebanon's parliament Spea- 
ker Kamel Asaad Friday pro- 
tested to the United Nations 
that Israel was building the air 
and naval facilities for “its mi- 
litary purposes and renegade 
rightists.” 

Asaad complained to U.N. 
Secretary General Kurt 
Waldheim that U.N. peace- 
keeping forces were doing no- 
thing to prevent the construc- 
tion on the southern edges of 
their area of operations. 

Israel handed a six-mile deep 
zone along the 59-mtle-long 
frontier in South Lebanon to 
Haddad’s men to form a se- 
curity belt on its northern 
flank. 

The handover was done in 
June, when Israel completed 
its total withdrawal from South 
Lebanon after invading the re- 
gion in March. The U.N. Se- 
curity Council formed a 6.000- 
strong U.N. Interim Force in 
Lebanon (UNIFILi from eight 
nations and dispatched it to 
supervise the Israeli withdra- 
wal and help the Lebanese go- 
vernment of President Eh as 
Sarkis reestablish state autho- 
rity over the entire region. 

Haddad's forces have since 
been preventing UN1F1L from 
moving into their border areas. 
Palestinians and their leftist 
Lebanese allies on UN1F1L*S 
northern flanks joined in pub-; 
lie protests against the build- 
ing of the Khiam airfield and 
the Iskandarouna harbor. 

■Haddad blamed UNIFIL for 
the need to build the two fa- 
cilities. “because the U.N. for- 
ces have failed to open the 
roads for us northward. So we 
decided to travel north by sea 
and bypass Palestinian com- 
mando-held areas.” 

Asked about the airfield he 
said: “It is enough for you to 
learn that the airport’s han- 
gars are all underground. They 
are being built by the Leba- 
nese forces with no help from 
Israel or elsewhere.”

“Cheng Ming." ;1 Chinese- 
language rnmNWy. said in as 
December issue the Id-year 
upheaval had "lowered the 
standard of living of every 
Chinese family and damaged 
the reputation of toe Commu- 
nis# Party." 

During the height uf the 
Cultural Revolution, tens of 
thousands of Red Guard ra- 
dicals rampaged through Chi- 
na’s Streets, fought bloody bat- 
tles wito rival gangs, publicly 
disgraced officials and others 
and tooled homes and, the 
magazine said, they even in- 
terrogated the laie Chinese 
Premier Chou En-lai for 18 
hours. 

Although most people con- 
sidered the CuLtural Revolu- 
tion as lasting for two or three 
years, the magazine described 
Hub 10-year affair stretch- 
ing to the downfall of the 
Gang of Four in 1976. 

It also implied that Mao 
was connected with the gang. 
Led by his widow Chiang 
Cbing, whom the present Chi- 
nese leaders have Mamed for 
China’s economic backward- 
ness. 


The article was apparently 
written before Thursday, when 
Peking banned, wall posters 
critical of Mao and curbed a* 
growing public dissent. 

‘Why should every Chinese 
have to pay such a heavy 
price for the Cultural Revo- 
lution?" toe magazine asked. 

Peking square 
deserted as 
leaders meet 

TOKYO. Dec. 2 lAPl — 
Peking’s Tien An Men square 
is deserted for the first time in 
recent memory. 

Chinese Vice- Premier Teng 
Hsain ping told a visiting Jap- 
anese delegation in Peking re- 
cently that an important meei- 
•ing was under way to discuss 
the policy of the “four moder- 
nizations.” and other key issues. 
It was believed the meeting was 
still in session Saturday. 

The Kyodc* News Services, 
in a Peking dispatch, quoted 
unidentified sources as saying 
the authorities have taken mea- 
sures m ban gatherings in the 
square, the site of recent mass 
meetings.

Soviets 
hit at 
Romania 
‘heresy’ 

MOSCOW, Dec. 2 (R>- 
Plainly aiming at Romania, the 
official Soviet news agency 
Tass said Saturday military 
expenditure by Communist 
countries was unavoidable and 
essential because forces of 
imperialism and reaction in 
the West were trying to wreck 
detente. 

It made no direct reference 
to the stand taken publicly 
over ttie past few days by Ro- 
manian President Ceausescu. 
who has revealed he opposed 
plans for increasing military 
budgets by die Warsaw Pact. 

Ceausescu reiterated the 
stand be said he took at a 
Pact summit in Moscow Nov. 
22nd and 23 in a speech in Bu- 
charest Friday arguing that 
more arms would mean, divert- 
ing funds from improving liv- 
ing standards. 

He saw no reason why the 
alliance should assign more 
funds to defense wnen armo- 
ries in both East and West 
were already huge. 

In a dear reference to Ceau- 
sescu's arguments. Tass said 
military expenditure "is of 
course a serious burden for the 
economies of ail countries, in- 
cluding the Socialist ones. 

As long as what it termed 
the forces of imperialism and 
reaction had become more ac- 
tive and were seeking to pre- 
vent a radical improvement of 
tbe international political cli- 
mate and when imperialist cir- 
cles are openly pre- 
paring dangerous, militaristic 
plans, such expenses are inevi- 
table and essential.’’

SENSELESS DEFEAT 

The rise and fall of the Eritrean revolution should .serve 
as a lesson to all revolutionaries. At one time in 1576/1977 
the Eritreans, were only a hair's breadth away from ’liberating 
their whole territory, but they allowed an irretrievable .oppor- 
tunity to slip through their fingers and today they appear to 
be on the verge of total defeat. 

What brought about this dramatic change in the revolu- 
tions fortunes in only a few month's time? Divisions among 
the three main libera won groups must be blamed first and 
last. Apologists of the revolution will -be quiet to p.oint out 
that the divisions existed for -the better part of the 17 years of 
revolution but did not stop the Eritreans from liberating their 
territory step by bloody step. The argument is true but other 
points will have to be raised first. 

The revolution in the last few years was carried out by 
three main groups. After 16 years of blood, sweat .and tears 
the rebels bad liberated over. 95 per cent of Eritrean temtor.es 
and had they been united they would have been able to form 
a transitional government that would have Been recognized by 
at least half- the member states of the United Nations, including, 
some big powers. This is a fact that no defender of the En- 
trean rebels would deny. Some Arab countries, like Sudan and 
Saudi- Arabia, worked hard to bring the leaders of the revolu- 
tion together and ip 1977 nearly succeeded. But unity fizzled 
out later when victory appeared round the corner. U was a 
typical case of the revolutionaries selling the fur before shoot-

There are several political 

cross-currents that make real 
(welfare reform difficult, thou- 
gh not- impossible. As we 
found in California when we 
reformed the system in the 
early ’70s. reform lies in clean- 
ing up administrative proce- 
dures, cross-checking eligibili- 
ty and improving ways to de- 
tect fraud For- many gover- 
nors and some focal officials, 
however, '“welfare reform" 
.simply means getting it off 
their hands and out of their 
budgets. For the welfare bu- 
reaucrats and case workers 
there is the worry that ANY 
reform will cost them their 
jobs or at least diminish their 
role as guardians of a vast anc

The.* 
mayor felt that a welfare de- 
partment of such a small com- 
munity was too expensive and 
that it was degrading for able- 
bodied adults to be supports! 
by handouts. He and two other 
city commission members took 
over the duties of the welfare 
department. They told the 34 
people then receiving genera 1 , 
welfare to reapply. Only four 
did (townspeople receiving; aid- 
to - families - with - depen den t- 
ohildren and aid-to-the-handa- 
capped were not affected). No- 
body seems to be suffering 
from the local reform. “If 
there is,” says Mayor Joseph 
Malone, “we’ll take care of 
them." (KFS).

BRUSSELS — 

A dispute between the Euro- 
pean Parliament and nationa'. 
governments over the 19 7 9 
Common Market budget is 
'attracting growing attention. 
Some specialists believe it fore- 
shadows far tougher contests 
of will after the Parliament is 
■elected by popular vote next 
year. 

The dispute comes amtd an- 
other controversy. involving 
such key figures as French Pre- 
sident Valery Giscarc o Baa- 
ing, West German Chancellor 
Helmut Schmidt, and Common 
Market President Roy Jenkins, 
over whether, the Slrasbourg- 
based Parliaments power 
should be increased after the 
election or ieft at its present, 
largely consultative, level. 

The two issues have catapul- 
ted the Parliament, usually the 
recipient of liule publicity, into 
a major talking poim just a 
week before the Brussels sum- 
mit of European heads of state. 
But while some Parliament ac- 
tivists are pleased with the 
sudden attention, ether politi- 
cians are warning that the 
Parliament might be wiser to 
stay out of controversy until 
the elections, set for June 7-10. 
are past 

The budget controversy re- 
volves around expenditures for 
the nine-nation Common Mar- 
ket’s regional fund, used to aid 
less prosperous parts of the 
community. Member 
voted July 18 to fix the fund 
at 520 million European Units 
of Account (about $681.2 mil- 
lion), but the Parliament, boos- 
ted the amount on Oct. 25 to 
480 million EUA (S628.3 mil- 
lion) more. 

Parliament members cited a 
need for more action to help 
disadvantaged Community, 
members, particularly since ln= 
new European Monetary Sys-

The body, now 
consisting of 198 members se*- 
conded from member nauons 
parliaments and created by the 
same treaties that set up the 
Common Market itself, will.be 
tested to 410 members direct- 
ly elected by Community na- 
tions' constituents. 

Schmidt expressed doubt ear- 
lier this month that the new 
parliament, “once elected, will 
be' content with the relatively 
restricted rights of which it dis- 
poses currently." Parliament 
has the power now to fax, 
within limits set by the mem- 
ber states, about 30 per cent 
of the Community budget and 
;o fire the 13 Commissioners 
who rur. the Common Market s 
executive body. 

This is substantially less 
power than that of parliam^ts 
in Common Market member 
countries. 

But Giscard’s spokesman 
said the French President had 
reacted with ‘astonishment 
and “regret" to Schmidt’s re- 
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marks, and Giscard stressed at 
a press conference last motuh 
that any growth in the Parlia- 
ment’s powers would nave to. 
be approved by France in a 
national referendum. 

Belgian Foreign Minister 
Henri Simonet and 
bourg's Premier. Gaston Thorn, 
have also predicted that me 
Parliament will press for grea- 
ter powers, taking some ot 
them from national parlia- 

Yet along with Giscard. se- 
members of the Com: 
Market's executive com- 
mission have warned against 
Parliament efforts to go too 
far. too .fast. Commission pre- 
sident Jenkins told the Parlia- 
. ment in September that we 
should now concentrate all our. 
energy on making a success ot 
the direct elections themselves. 
A campaign that centered on 
institutions, not on' policies, 
could do great harm to the- 
Community." . ■ 

The Community s finance 
and budget commissioner. 
Christooher Tug.endhat, said 
Monday that it would be en- 
tirely inappropriate, and al- 
most certainly extremely dama- 
ging to Parliament’s prospects 
of increasing its influence ' it 
it tried to seize powers similar 
' to those of national parliaments, 
in member countries. 

With such political heavy-, 
weights as former West Ger- 
manChancellor Willy Brandt, 
former French .Intenor Minis- 
ter Michel Poniatowski and 
French Socialist leader Fran- 
cois Mitterand expected to win 
Parliament seals, many obser- 
vers believe the Parliament wiH 
not be content to keep out of

PERTH, Scotland. Dec. 2

Minister Edward Heath Satur- 
day called on the Organization 
of Petr o 'cum Exporting Coun- 
tries (OPEC) io invest their oil. 
money in the Common Mar- 
ket. 

The move, he said, would 
benefit both OPEC and the 
Market. 

Heath told a meeting here of 
the Scottish Conservative Party 
tha^mu^ J>PEC revenue was 
now bring spent in developing 
countries and that some £40 
billion was kept on deposit, 
used neither for investment nor 
job creation. 

Investment in the Common 
Market, he said , would benefit 
OPEC because in the past the 
oil e xp ort er s bod lost 21 per 

cent of the value of their de- 
posits through the drop in the 
dollar.

143 Vietnam boat people feared dead 


after Malaysia denies landing rights 


KUALA LUMPUR, Dec. 2 
(Agencies) — One hundred 
and forty- three Vietnamese re- 
fugees were feared drowned 
Saturday after their boat, which 
bad been refused permission lo 
land tn Malaysia, was broken 
up by heavy seas. 

There were 147 survivors. 

Police said the boat, which 
was believed to have left Viet- 
nam fast Sunday, had been car- 
rying 87 men, 47 women and 
156 children. Forty-four bodies 
have been recovered. 

Police Friday night preven- 
ted the boat from coming 

For transit 


ashore near the northeastern 
town of Pasir Puijh and the ves- 
sel broke up just 100 yards 
from the shore. 

It was the second disaster in 
10 days involving refugee boats 
turned away by the Malaysian 
authorities. Nov. 22 a boat 
capsized in a rivermouth 65 
miles south of the latest incident 
and 200 people were drowned. 

The fatest tragedy coincided 
with a call by Malaysian Home 
Affairs Minister Tan Sri 
Gfaazali Shafie for greater un- 
derstanding of the plight faced 
by Malaysia in coping with 


more than 43,000 Vietnamese 
refugees. 

Before the Pasir Pmjh inci- 
dent became known Saturday, 
he said the influx of Viet- 
namese on the east coast was 
causing tension among the 
local people and thought was 
being given to mobilizing two 
battalions from the reserve list 
to cope with the problem. 

The Vietnamese were contri- 
buting to a rising cost of living 
on the east coast, which in- 
cluded some of the poorest 
areas of Malaysia, and were 
hindering development. 


There have been incidents 
where local people have already 
stoned arriving boats, and Tan 
Sri Ghazali could visualize >he 
shore being “red with blood" 
if matters got out of control. 

“We must ensure feelings 
don’t run too high" he said. 

He urged the United States 
to take a lead in organizing 
proper transit and processing 
centers for the boat people and 
suggested that the U.S. -con trol- 
led Pacific island of Guam 
could be turned into a staging 
post. 


Hai Hong refugees allowed to land 


KUALA LUMPUR, Dec. 2 
(AP) — The Malaysian. Fore- 
ign Ministry announced Satur- 
day that all Vietnamese refu- 
gees on board the stranded 
freighter Hai Hong will be 
allowed to land after promises 
by the United States, Canada 
and France that they will take 
them for permanent settlement. 

The Statement did not say 
where or when, the ] .500 -ton 
freighter anchored off Port 
Kbng, 20 miles west of here, 
for the past 24 days, wall land, 
or when its passengers will be 
taken away. 

This provided a practical 
solution for the speedy depar- 
ture of the Hai Hong passen- 
gers and therefore the Malay- 


sian government had agreed 
to give necessary facilities and 
assistance for the Hai Hong 
people to land so that they 
might prepare for departure. 

Malaysian officials said the 
Hai Hong refugees will stay 
in temporary refugee centers 
“for a few weeks" until they 
can be processed and taken 
away by the Western countries. 

The statement emphasised 
that all Vietnamese allowed 
iotp Malaysia have to leave. 
None would be given perma- 
nent residence in Malaysia. 
The United States had given 
a firm assurance to Malaysia 
that it would make extraordi- 
nary efforts to expand its re- 
fugee program, and increase its 


intake from Malaysia. 

The Foreign Ministry added 
the United States has also gi- 
ven a further promise to ac- 
cept refugees from uhe Hai 
Hong not taken by other coun- 
tries. 

Malaysia has allowed more 
43,000 Vietnamese refu- 
gees into camps for tempora- 
ry stays until third countries 
take them. But when the Hai 
Hong arrived with 2.500 Viet- 
namese on Nov. 9 the govern- 
ment refused to allow them to 
fond. 

Officiate said this was be- 
cause they had paid their way 
out of Vietnam and as such 
they were not genuine refu- 
gees but illegal migrants. 


Malaysia accepted the boat 
people liberally after the Viet- 
nam War ended in April 1975. 
But in November the influx 
increased to 500 daily, pushing 
the refugee population in Ma- 
laysian camps to over 45,000. 
Malaysia mounted naval pat- 
rols last week to turn away all 
seaworthy refugee boats.

Cambodians said battered 
by invading Vietnamese 


BANGKOK, Dec. 2 (R) — 

Vietnamese forces are thought 
to have inflicted heavy casual- 
ties on a division of Cambo- 
dian troops during fighting in- 
side Cambodia over the past 
few weeks. 

Well-informed sources said 
Saturday that fighting north- 
west of the town of Snoid, in 
eastern Cambodia, is reported- 
ly still fairly intense, with 
Cambodian casualties possibly 
numbering some hundreds. 

The level of bombing and 
fighting had risen in recent 
weeks especially in areas ar- 
ound the so-called Fish Hook 
Salient of Cambodia 
juts into Vietnam, with 
Vietnamese reported to
